OF ABRAHAM LINCOLN 


VICTOR HUGO once remarked that all 


men are self-centered and that their 


differences depend on the length of the 
radius used in describing the circle of their 
interests. There have been Americans who, 
when put to the test, have proved that their 
Interests were so far from the center that 
they apparently forgot themselves entire- 
ly and can be included in the small group 
of the really great men of the -world. Lin- 
coln was such a man. 


The contemporaries of Lincoln did not 


recognize his qualities. When he became 
president, William H. Seward, his secre- 
ta-y of state, offered to relieve him of the 
important decisions, but he discovered that 
Lincoln had a mind of his own. The other 
members of his cabinet criticized him, and 
some of them tried to frustrate his pur- 
poses. He was denounced by the news- 
papers even of his own party, and the op- 
position condemned him as hesitant and 
incompetent. 


Lincoln was a politician and he played 


the game according to the rules of his day, 
but he was more than that. He was a great 
patriot with a pi-ofound belief in the Union. 
It was the same kind of faith that anima- 
ted Jackson when he threatened Calhoun 
•with the toast, "The Union—it must and 
shall be preserved." As president he did 
not care what men said of him or thought 
of him if they could help him in his task. 


It should be said that there is no more 


splendid human quality than that which 
enables a, man to subordinate his personal 
likes and dislikes to the accomplishment of 
what he has undertaken to do. No man 
who reaches such heights can be called 
second-rate by anyone who has proper ap- 
preciation of values. 


Even if one ignores the magnificent al- 


truism of his personal qualities measured 
by his achievements, Lincoln must be class- 
ed among the great. He transformed this 
federation of states into a nation and he 
freed 3,000,000 slaves. When such achieve- 
ments are regarded as insignificant, then 
Lincoln will be regarded as a second or 
third rate man. But at present he is gen- 
erally admitted to be one of the great fig- 
ures of the nineteenth century. 


It is well to think of these things on the 


anniversary of his birth, whether \ve re- 
mind ourselves of them at other times or 
not.

Physicians and Drugs in Abe Lincoln's Day 


By LOG AN CLENDENING, M. D.: 


IT IS USUALLY said Lincoln1 


was born in a tog house In the 
backwoods of Kentucky, but that 
by no means gives a fair Idea of 


the case. He 
was born in or 
on the •-irder 
of the b l u e 
grass region of 
K e n t u c k y , 
which at that 
time was the 
c e n t e r of as 
fine a culture 
a n d 
civiliza- 


tion as a n y 
part of t h e 
United States. 
In 
fact, 
for 


originality and 


Or. CUndeninj 
mental 
vigor, 


it was a h e a d 


of every other part of America at 
that time, Philadelphia and Boston 
alone excepted. 


I have in mind medical science, 


but other Intellectual activities 
were there. In Lexington, not. far 
from the birth house of Lincoln, 
there was a thriving university— 
Transylvania, the first west of the 
AHeghenies. Its 
medical school 


was the fourth established in the 
United States, being preceded only 
by Pennsylvania, King's college, 
New York; Harvard and Dart- 
mouth. It had been in operation 
since 1799—nine years, when Lin- 
coln was born. Dr. Samuel Brown, 
professor of medicine on the fac- 
ulty, had begun vaccination against 
smallpox in 1802, four years after 
the procedure was announced by 
Jenner. 


In 1809, a year after Lincoln's 


birth, Dr. Ephraim McDowell, In 
Danville, Ky., performed the first 
successful abdominal operation for 
ovariotomy on a real pioneer moth- 
er, Jane Todd Crawford, who must 
have lived not far from Lincoln's 
home. 


In 1806 Dr. Walter Brashear, of 


Bardstown, did the first successful 
hip joint amputation ever done in 
the world. 


University Graduate* 


These men were university grad- 


uates, and had come from Virginia 
to the new territory, where they 


founded a civilization and cultivat- 
ed the amenities tn a way that ri- 
valed the culture of their native 
state. 


We get a good idea of the state 


of health and of the practice of 
medicine from one of the greatest 
of American medical classics—the 
"Diseases of the Interior Valley of 
America," by Daniel Drake. 


Drake, like Lincoln, lived in a 


Kentucky log cabin and began 
practice in Lexington, but soon 
moved to Cincinnati, and from 
there made the journeys to study 
the diseases of the new land. 


The 
pioneers 
were 
tortured 


mostly by fevers 
These were 


probably largely malarial In na- 
ture, or typhoid. Drake speaks of; 
autumnal fever which might have 
been either. He aiso describes 
"billious 
remittent 
fever" 
and 


"phlogistic fever", which have no 
meaning nowadays. 


Then there was yellow fever: 


this was prevalent at all United 
States ports on account of the rum 
and molasses trade with Cuba, 
where the 
mosquito constantly 


spread it. 


Smallpox also was a problem. So 


much so that the pioneers were 
very energetic in using the new 
method of vaccination. 
We have 


become indifferent and neglect vac^~ 
cination. With the consequeno^p 
that every once in a while an 
alarming epidemic occurs. In my 
own neighboring city of St. Joseph, 
Mo., they are undergoing one of 
these visitations. 


The pioneers were also plagued 


with insect parasites. One doctor, 
a violent abolitionist, moved out of 
Kentucky, to get away, as he said, 
from "head ticks and slavery". 


Lincoln's mother died of milk 


sickness, which came from cows' 
feeding on a certain poisonous 
plant. 


The usual remedy for everything 


was calomel. Drake's contempo- 
rary, Dr. Moorhead, was known 
among the medical students as 
"Old 
Hydrarg" — hydrarg being 
part of the Latin name for calomel. 


These diseases ire things of the 
past. Now and then a sporadic 
case crops up, but medical science 
has scotched them.
